Protecting Cattle Against -Lightning 


A number of losses in cattle by 
lightning have been caused by the 


electric current passing along fence 
wires against which cattle sometimes 
huddle during a storm. As a pro- 
tection against this a writer in an 
American farm journal recommends 
the grounding of fence wires. 

‘To secure the best results the 
ground wires, this writer says, ought 
to be placed about every 100 feet 
apart and stapled closely to the posts 
in order to make a contact with 
every one of the line fence wires. 
The ground wires should also extend 
slightly above the fence posts on 
the order of lightning rods, and 
should penetrate the soil far enough 
to reach moist earth,

Plan to Carry Out Engineering 
‘Work and Release U. S. 
Soldiers 


Far-reaching plans for the organi- 
gation in France of a civilian labor 
force to carry out engineering work 
behind the lines thus releasing Amer- 
ican soldiers for duty at the front, 
were announced recently. Already 
more than 16,000 French, Italian and 
other laborers free from military ob- 
ligations have been engaged and put 
to work on some of the approximate- 
ly one thousand enginecring con- 
struction ‘and reconstrtiction jobs on 
which Ainericans were being  ¢in- 
ployed. ‘ 

The move is the initial step in a 
plan long contemplated and discus- 
sed to free tonnage for other pur- 
poses by creating a civilian army be- 
hind the lines which may eventually 
total a quarter of a million men, en- 
tirely, if possible, recruited from 
abroad. This will make i necessary 
to import American ‘civilian labor. 
The men already procured comprise 
a dozen nationalitics, including 
Chinese, and the Moroccans, who are 
being shipped to France as rapidly 
as the Americans need them.

Remarkable Development in Work! 
Done by Them in Last Four- } 
teen Months 


Speaking at the London exhibition 
of women’s work in munition pro 
duction, Frederick George Kellaway 
secretary to the minister of muni 
tions, said that in every one of the 
defensive measures taken’ when a 
raid on London is carried out the 
women have taken their part, except 
in the actual flying of aircraft, 

The development which had taken 
place in women’s work during the 
last 14 months, continued the sec- 
retary, was quite as remarkable as 
its development at an earlier period 
of the war, In July, 1914, he stated, 
there were 220,000 women engaged 
in munition industries, while in Jan- 
uary, 1917, that number had been 
increased to 691,000, and today their 
number was 1,000,000. A 
stream of trained women was being 
sent into the munition factories 
from trainins schools at the rate of

said the speaker, between 40,000 
and 50,000 trained women had 
been placed in munition indus- 
tries.

Aroused in Russia 


Persistent Violations of Treaty in 
Ukraine, Finland and Other 
Provinces 


Germany’s persistent violation of 
the provisions of the  Brest-Litovsk 
treaty in the Ukraine, Finland, Vivo- 
nia, the Black Sea, the Baltic Sea, 
and other occupied territory, has 
aroused Russian hatred against the 
Teutonic empire, and is calling forth 
many: official protests every day. 

‘The Russian commercial fleet, and 
even a hospital ship in the Black 
Sea, have been attacked by the Ger- 
mans, while Russian sailing ships in 
the Baltic and Arctic have béen un- 
able to leave their ports because of 
the same menace, according to a 
statement sent by Foreign Minister 
Tchitcherin to. Ambassador Joffe in 
Berlin, In Livonia, M. Tchitcherin 
said, “the Germans have established 
a reign of terror, assisting Teuton 
barons in the wholesale arrest of 
political enemies, and there have 
been many executions daily. The is- 
suance of political leaflets has been 


made . nishable by death. Labor 
leaders. have been the greatest suf- 
ferers at the hands of the Germans.” 

In Finland, Mr. Tchitcherin charg- 
ed, the Germans are supporting the 
White Guards in the persistent per- 
secution of Russians, who are denied 
food and subjected to violence. 

- The foreign minister declared Rus- 
Sian property in Finland is unpro- 
tected; and demanded that the Ger- 
man government appoint a commis- 
sion to join with the Russians in in- 
vestigating indignities Russians are 
suffering under an order fro their de- 
portation from Finland.

Serious Charge of Alleged 


Cattle Stealing and 
Illegal Branding 


Great interest was shown by 
a crowded court on Friday 
night at Monitor when Joe 
Drennan was charged before 
P. Moth, J.P., with stealing a 
muley heifer belonging to A. H. 
Hedger. 

The caseSwas prosecuted}by 
the Alberta Provincial Police 
and Drennan was defended! by 
Mr. McDonald of Edmonton. , 

It appeared irom the evidence 
that Mr. Hedger had lost some 
eight head of cattle in Decem- 
ber, atid that in May he identi- 


fied and recovered two or three} 


from the defendant's herd. 
Afterwards he identified and 
claimed a muley heifer_in the 
pasture of Perdue Brothers, at 
Kirriemuir. The heifer tiad 
then been branded with defen- 
dant’s brand. Mr. Perdue stated 
that he had obtained the heifer 
from Drennan in trade for a 
steer. 

Evidence of identification 
was given by Mr. Johnson, a 
neighbour of | plaintiff's; ~ by 
Chris Hurst, who had sold the 
animal to Mr. Hedger; and by 
Martin Schrater who had raised 
the heifer. Ps 

No evidence was offered in 
rebuttal, Drennan’s legal repre- 
sentative merely iittempting to 
discredit the evidence of the 
witnesses for the prosecution. 


The magistrate said that he 
cousidered cattle stealing one 
of the most serious charges in 
this country, and as no defense 
had been put iv he thought the 
ease should go before a judge, 
and committed defendant for

Military Service Act, 1917. 


Wien 19 and 20 Years of Age. 
Harvest Leave. — 
Leave of Absence on Ground of Extreme Hardship. 
Procedure to obtain Leave cf Absence. 


Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. 


It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, as well as those who may become nineteen from time to 
time and who have been or will be called upon to register under the Military 
Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colours. : 

This impression is quite incorrect. No date has yet been fixed for calling 
upon such men to s0 report for duty, nor has the question been brought before 
the Cabinet for decision. In view of the need of labour on the farm, it is most, 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is 
over, although of course the Government’s action must be determined primarily 
by the military situation. 

There is no further obligation incumbent tpon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars. . ~ 


Harvest Leave. ‘ 


Some enquiries have been received as to the possibility of granting harvest 
leave to such troops as may be in the country at that time. No definite assur- 
ance can be given on this point as advantage must be taken of ships as the 
become available. On the other hand, harvest leave will be given if at all 
possible. 


Leave of Absence on Grounds of Extreme Hardship. 


It is desired that the Regulations respecting leave of absence in cases of hard- 
ship should be widely known and fully understood. Such leave will be granted 
in two cases:— (a)-Where extreme hardship arises by reason of the fact that the 
man concerned is either the only son capable of earning a livelihood, of a father 
killed or disabled on service or presently in service overseas, or in training for- 
such service, or under treatment after returning from overseas; or the only 
remaining of two or more brothers capable of earning a livelihood (the other 
brother or brothers having been killed or disabled on service, or being presently 
in service overseas, or in training for overseas or under treatment after his or 
their return from overseas); brothers married before 4th August, 1914, living in 
separate establishments and having a child or children not to be counted 
in determining the fact that the man is the “only’’ remaining son or brother; ' 
(b) where extremc hardship arises by reason of exceptional circumstances such as 
the fact that the man concerned is the sole support. of a widowed mother, an 
-invalid father or other helpless dependents. 

It is to be noted that in all these cases the governing factor is not hardship, 
loss or suffering to the individual coneerned, but to others, that -is, members o! 
his family or those depending upon him. 


Procedure to obtain leave of absence. 


A simple system for dealing with these cases has been adopted. Forme u 
application have been supplied to every Depot Battalion and an officer of each 
battalion has| been detailed whose duty ii is to give them immediate attention 
The man concerned should on reporting to his unit state that he desires to app): 
for leave of absence on one or more of the grounds mentioned and his applicatioi 
form will then be filled out and forwarded to Militia Headquarters, Ottawa. !n. 
the meantime, if the case appears meritorious, the man will be given provisiona' 
leave of absence for thirty days so that he may return home and continue his 
civil occupation while his case is being finally disposed of,
